Gr««n Flash of Sunset. 


One of the most rarely -witnessed of 


natural phenomena, but one that has 
often been discussed at scientific meet- 
ings and that always awakens wonder 
•when seen, Is the so called "green 
flash" occasionally -risible at the mo- 
jnent of the disappearance of the sun 
behind a clear horizon. The observer's 
eye must be Hxed upon the rim of the 
Bttn as it disappears in order to catch 
"the phenomenon. One authority tells 
us that he has seen the green flash, 
although rarely, at the instant of the 
setting of a bright star. Among the 
explanations offered is one based, upon 
the optical principle of complementary 
colors. If one looks at the sun and 
then closes the eyes a green disk -will 
be perceived. A sensitive eye might 
be similarly affected by a brilliant 
star. 


Theft In Ancient Wales. 


In some ways which might nowadays 


be called "sentimental" the laws of an- 
cient "Wales were in advance of those 
of today. 
J. E. Lloyd in his "His- 


tory of Wales" mentions that in some 
of the codes (which were, as a rule, 
very severe on theft) a remarkable 
provision exempted from punishment 
"the starving man who, after begging 
for three days and receiving nothing, 
helped himself to the food which he 
needed in order to keep him alive. 
That every man had the right to live 
•was a principle of the law. and the 
sentiment of the country demanded 
that everv person of substance should 
keep open house not only for ordinary 
travelers, but also for the destitute and 
the friendless."

The Mexican Situation. 


Our recent pursuit of bandits Into 


Mexican territory was no violation of 


Mexican territory only because there 
were no military forces in Mexico that 
could protect our border from hostile 
attack and our own people from vio- 
lence, and we have committed there no 
single act of hostility or Interference 
even with the sovereign authority of 
the republic of Mexico herself. It was 
a plain case of the violation of our own 
sovereignty which could not wait to be 
vindicated by damages and for which 
there was no other remedy. The au- 
thorities of Mexico were powerless to 
prevent It 


Many serious wrongs against the 


property, many Irreparable •wrongs 
against the persons, of Americana have 
been committed within the territory of 
Mexico herself during this confused 
revolution—wrongs which could not be 
effectually checked so long as there 
was no constituted power In Myrton 
which was in a position to check tfrfrtn 
We could not act directly in that mat- 
ter ourselves without denying Mexi- 
cans the right to any rerolation at aH 
which, disturbed ns and making1 the 
emancipation of her own people await 
our own interest and convenience. 


For It Is their emancipation that they 


are seeking—blindly, It may be, and as 
yet Ineffectually, but with profound and 
passionate purpose and within their un- 
questionable right, apply what true 
American principle you will—any prin- 
ciple that an American would publicly 
avow. The people of Mexico have not j 


More Is involved than the immediate 


destinies of Mexico and the relations 
of the United States with u distressed 
and distracted people. 
All America 


looks on. Test is now being made of 
us whether we be sincere lovers of ix>p- 
ulai- liberty or not and are indeed to 
be trusted to respect national sover- 
eignty among our weaker neighbors. 
We have undertaken these many years 
to play big brother to the republics of 
this hemisphere. This Is tbe day of 
our test whether we mean or have 
ever meant to p.lay that part for our 
own benctlt wholly or also for theirs. 
Upon the outcome of that test (its out- 
come in their minds, not in ours) de- 
pends every relationship**)? the United 
States with Ixitin America, whether in 
politics or in commerce and enterprise. 
These are great Issues and lie at the 
heart of the gravest ta^hs of the fu- 
ture, tasks both economic and political 
and very intimately inwrought with 
many of the most vital of the new is- 
sues of the politics of the world. The 
republics of America haA-e in the last 
three years been drawing together in a 
new spirit of accommodation, mutual 
nnderstandlng and cordial co-opera- 
tion. Much of the politics of the world 
in tbe years to come will depend upon 
their relationships with one another. 
It is a barren and provincial states- 
manship tliat loses sight of such 
things! 


New Problems After War. 


The future, the immediate future, 


will bring us squarely face to face 
with many great and exacting prob- 
lems which will search us through and 
through whether we be able and ready 
to play the part in the world that we 
mean to play.

sary that the nations of the world; 
should do to make the d^ys to 
been suffered to own their own c o u n t r v , 
tolerable and fit to live ana work in, 
or direct their own institutions.

The other republics of 
America distrusted us, because they 
found that we thought first of the 
profits of American investors and only 
as an afterthought of Impartial justice 
and helpful friendship. Its policy was 
provincial in all things: its purposes 
were out of harmony with the temper 
and purposes of the people and the 
timely development of the nation's in- 
terests.

The Investigation into this subject 


engaged in at Pittsburgh and the 
plan evolved for treating flood waters 
in that district, it is believed, are ap- 
plicable to every section of Pennsyl- 
vania having flood and low wate? 
troubles.

have done, Pittsburgh started its 
flood investigations with the thought 


Ftatc of Endurance.

combined capacity sufficient to 


greatly reduce the 
highest flood 


Pittsburgh, has 
ever 
experienced, 


that these reservoirs wouM greatly 
relieve low water conditions in the 
three rivers, through, the release of 
the stored waters during periods of 
drought and that this would provide 
the river -with a better flow at all 
times for sanitary and manufacturing 
purposes. 


After making taese discoveries the 


Pittsburgh, investigators 
abandoned 


their idea of mere flood protection 
and have since been bending their 
efforts toward flood prevention. As 
the cost of flood prevention, is far 
in excess of flood protection and 
since the former method would bene- 
fit many other communiti-os other than 
Pittsburgh, it Is not to be expected 
that that city should entirely finance 
the work. As other local communi- 
ties as well as the state and nation 
have an interest in suca work it is 
proposed that, sJl these, agencies join, 
with Pittsburgh, in providing 
the 


funds required. 


So the next legislature is to be 


urged to take action in this matter 
•which, will lead to governmental aid 
and it is the intention to ask that 
the legislature examine into other 
projects as well as that at Pittsburgh 
before talong any definite steps-

Loyalists In the Revolution. 


John Adams estimated that one-third 


of all the people in the colonies were 
Loyalists—that is. opposed to tbe war 
•with England. A minority of these 
favored obedienee to the English laws, 
but the great majority opposed the 
English methods with the colonies but 
wanted a peaceable settlement. War 
drove tbe Loyalists to armed resist- 
ance. t:nd in Xew York state alone 
more than 20.000 colonists took up 
arms for the British. Out of a tutal 
population of less than 4.000.000 more 
than 00.000 Loyalists left the colonies 
during tbe revolutionary period because 
of their political position.

fc'lled ', y i:n "act of Gothic barbarity," 
as Uoswclj termed it, was bought by a 
carpenter, who cut it up into "Shake- 
speare relics" in the form of caskets- 
and tea caddies, snuff boxes and stno- 
dishes. 
Oue of these mulberry tree 


boxes, inclosing the freedom of the^ 
borough, was sent by the corporation, 
of Stratford on Avon to David Garricfe; 
with the request that he should In tura 
forward his own portrait to be "plac- 
ed near that of his favorite author, 
in perpetual remembrance of both." 


Garrick was immensely flattered by 


this homage from Shakespeare's town. 
and acknowledged the compliment by 
undertaking the arrangement of a 
grand jubilee in honor of the poet. 
This, the first Stratford commemorii- 
tion, was held on three September 
days iu 17G9. To prepare for it at 
least 100 fine old trees were cut dowa

ased by all artillerists iu some shupo 
or other. 
The telemeter is really 'a 


tube with two telescopic lenses, cue ou 
each end. 
The "objectives" of the 


two lenses are placed luslde the in- 
strument and toward the end of the 
tube. Prisms with five fucea act as re- 
flectors, so that the person looking In 
hae mechanically spread his eyes to 
the two ends of the tube, with a tre- 
mendous range of vision. 


Of course the ends are so arrange^ 


that they may be directed at a single 
object at the same time, thus making 
It possible for the observer to see 
what would otherwise be beyoud the 
power of the human eye and to know 
by the angle at which it ia viewed the 
distance away. 


It requires a little practice to use 


this wonderful instrument, but in a 
few days the operator ascertains how 
easily he cun determine the precise 
distance he is from the object he is 
looking at and by a quick calculation 
he directs the pointing of the gun so 
that it cannot fail to strike at the de- 
sired spot—Pearson's Weekly. 


Power Propelled Vehicles. 


Experiments in power propelled ve- 


hicles date back to 1770, when Joseph 
Cugnot, a French engineer, built the 
first automobile. 
He constructed a 


steam automobile that hauled two and 
one-half tons three miles per hour, aud 
this vehicle is still preserved in form 
of a model in France. In 1802 the first 
practical steam automobile was built 
by Richard Trevltluck of England. 
using a crank shaft for the first time 
and driving by gears from the engine 
to the road wheels. 
In 1S21 Julius 


Griffiths of England gare us the first 
comfortable steam vehicle, the first ve- 
hicle to have a conch design of body, 
with seats carried on springs, as ws 
know them today. In 1S31 Summers 
£ Ogle of England built a three wheel 
tubular boiler and two cylinder en- 
gine, whicb attained a speed of thirty- 
two miles per hour. The first motor 
vehicle to regularly carry passengers 
for hire was built by Walter Hancock 
of England in 1S34. The motive pow 
er was stenm.—New York Times
